"The octal beam power tubes intended for horizontal amplifier use in TV 
sets had only modest usage in other equipment in the 50's. However the 
arrival of large-screen color television in the 60's had helpful 
consequences; it caused the tube makers to develop new lines of sweep 
tubes, particularly in the all glass novar and compactron formats. These 
were essentailly small transmitting tubes with continuous duty dissipation 
ratings of 18 watts and up. (At 40 watts the 6LF6 was 14% tougher than 
even the rugged 6550 audio tube.)...The new generation of sweep tubes had 
strong appeal for use in single sideband linear amplifiers, where they 
could be pushed to extraordinary power levels for short periods of time. 
Used in parallel, with forced air cooling, they could displace much 
costlier transmitting tubes. The champion for tube use in this fashion was 
the Galaxy 2000 linear, which used ten sweep tubes in parallel."

So, there are a bunch of potential replacements for the '30, although 
many of the above are power tubes and transmitting tubes. Generically, 
the '30 and the '01A and its related special kin tubes are close subs, 
and that is about it for direct pluggitis. 


In addition, almost any triode that you can hogwire into the 4 pin base 
will usually work, to some extent, sometimes quite well. Merely make 
up an adapter for common triodes or dualtriodes and make sure you know 
which filament pin is grounded and run your cathode there.

Last night I had a chance to play a bit with a 1925 2-tuber regen 
set, using period parts, and swap triode ‘30 and tetrode ‘32 tubes 
in the detector stage for comparisons. Filament voltage 2.0 volts. 
Plate voltage 36 volts. The 30 and 32 tubes were the same as to 
smoothness of regeneration but the 32 was slightly more sensitive 
compared to the 30. Also, one interesting finding was that the 
selectivity on the 32 detector was somewhat better than the 30 
detector on the same set. My suspicion is that the grid of the 

30 is lower impedance and hence loads the grid tank down somewhat 
compared to the 32 tube. That would be one point in favor of tetrodes 
and pentodes over triodes. Other than that, both were about equal. 


Either makes a fine detector and one step. To swap either in the 
detector, merely run the grid coupling cap up to the grid terminal 
on the 32 and then run the low side of the audio transformer B+ to 
the screen of the 32 (which was the old grid on the 30). Reverse to 
run the 30. Works fine for me..... Cr4hdo ce. Also, it opens up a 
very simple swap for 30's that might be somewhat scarce in yer tube 
bin (or 30's for 32's for that matter). Ahh, the simplicity of a 
good ol' regenerator..... (:+tt lo...

Greetings, 


After using my R390 with a Collins PTO for a couple of months and then 
going back to my R390A with a Cosmos PTO for a while, it became obvious 
that the Cosmos PTO was noticeably unstable. 


The only thing tried so far was to turn the oven on, reasoning that a 
constant temperature might stabilize the thing. Not so! Instead, the 
frequency vascillates up and down 50 Hz or 100 Hz as the oven 
alternately cycles on and off. My presumption is that this indicates 
instability in the frequency determing components within the PTO rather 
than a supply voltage problem. 


Drift with the Cosmos PTO is enough that CW signals won't stay within 
the 100 Hz passband even when the R390A has been on for hours. 


In contrast, stability of the Collins PTO in my R390 is such that when 
I'm working somebody with a modern synthesized radio, I never have to 
retune the PTO. 


Anybody know what might be causing this sort of drift in the Cosmos PTO? 
Some unkind things have been said about the Cosmos PTO, but it's 
difficult to believe that my Cosmos PTO started out life with this much 
drift or that the military would have accepted the radio if it had.

My '390A has a Cosmos PTO and of course I've never had the chance to 
compare it to a Collins one. It has been unstable in the past but is not 


bad at the moment, perhaps due to the following measures: 


1. Leaving the ovens off to avoid exaggerated temperature drift in the 
first hour or so of operation 


2. Changing the tube made a big difference. 

3. I ran the tube heater on 6.3 volts for a few months while looking for 
a ballast tube. Performance improved with the ballast in situ perhaps 
due to local mains voltage fluctuations (very severe here in the 


summer) . 


It's certainly worth changing the osc. tube to see if it makes a 
difference.

COSSOR is a British company that has been around since at least the '30s. 
They were involved with very early TV in Great Britain. Made TV sets as 
well as test equipment, from simple to very complex. They were a big 
player. I see ads for their equipment into the early 50's, some was sold 
in USA but prices here were quite high. May be still around?? 


That's the sum total of my knowledge on Cossor, Jose. 


The most commonly seen BA sweep generators are probably Heath (e.g. TS-3), 
a few Eico, Philco (oldies), and Precision (e.g. E-400, 2 versions exist). 


I've had the Heath TS-3, an old Philco and the Precision E-400. 


For my money, the Precision is the best one but it is large, 12x12x7". It 
is a much better instrument than the others & cost a heck of lot more when 
new! 


In particular, the purity of its sweep output (which is an FM signal) is 
much more uniform, i.e. it's real, low-distortion FM. 


You can verify this by looking at the spectrum of the sweep output ona 
good receiver. For example, the FM sidebands should be symmetrically 
distributed about the carrier frequency, i.e. the upper and lower sidebands 
pairs should be equal in amplitude. As this is FM, there will of course be 
many, many pairs of sidebands unlike an AM signal. 


It's also nice if the gen's output power remains reasonable constant over 
each frequency range & isn't too drifty. 


However, I wouldn't rule the others out for casual use. They can do the 
job if working properly & if you are aware of their limitations. 


Sweep generators are usually thought of of being used for TV and FM 
alignment but there are some BA radios that need ‘em for alignment. For 
example, SP-600, & some other Hammarlund radios. They also make some ‘a 
bear to align' radios easier to work on.

Hi Gang, 


Here's an intersting "beginner" level military oscilloscope that I'm 
offering for sale. (I've filled up the house lately with so much stuff, my 
XYL has finally reached the limit of her tolerance.) It's an OS-8G/U, made 
for the U.S. Navy. It's a portable unit, measuring 6.25"Wx8.5"Hx13.75"D 
(approximately). The oscilloscope itself mounts on a bottom plate with a 
surround ing gasket, and an aluminum cover sets over the unit to provide a 
waterproof enclosure with a handle on top. It runs on 105-125VAC, 
50-1000Hz, and has 3 inch CRT, mounted so that the face slopes up slightly 
on the front for easy viewing. The side panels of the oscilloscope come off 


for easy access to servicing. The unit is solid state (except for the CRT), 
and appears to be of 1960-1970 vintage. It's a low-frequency single channel 
scope, and I measured the triggering and sweep frequency response up to 1 
MHz, and the deflection amplifiers to 5MHz. It has a nice, clear trace and 
showed a triangle wave with no distortion. The scope would make an 
excellent station monitor, an audio or low-frequency servicing instrument, 
or just a good scope to learn on, but I wouldn't recommend it for r.f. 
work. It is new and unused. A classy looking little oscilloscope.

The xmtr uses 2 807s modulated by 4 6L6s. As I said earlier, 
the xmtr finals are tuned by 6 to 8-inch high turrents which 
are essentially 3-inch roller inductors with multiple 
variable contacts.

Went to the Indy Hamfest today, and saw some interesting things. Not 
many prices, alas... 

Seen: 

Eldico Twins (the S-line copies), with phone patch and what seemed to 
be a PSU/speaker. No price, half-hidden under a table--probably already 


sold. But gee, I'd never seen one up close--loveably ugly and I'm sure 
Art's boys loathed them. 

Nice 75A4, unoriginal tuning knob, priced to sell at $300-so. 

Utterly xmint*x DX-100, with a parts rig and full docs, said to be 
working, ~$200. (I was tempted--but by then it was raining and the Urban 
Assualt Vehicle was a long walk away) 

National MB-40 multiband tank, $10.00 and I didn't buy it--Arrgh! 
(brain fade, that's all it could be). 

Couple of semi-custom passive RF bridges, three big National type N 
dials, nifty varaible condensers, $35.00 and I should'a. 

Nice Eldico VFO, tiny thing. Nowhere near the Twins. 

And a Drake 2-B with a 2-AQ speaker/Q-mult. Clean but tuning and 
preselector knobs not original. Ugly spinner on tuning. Under $100. 

What I bought was a box of plug-in coil forms, used, for $5.00; a Pilot 
"inside-out" back of panel vernier drive/dial for $6.00, and a heap of 
books. Saw xnox keys, xnox National equipment, a few Hallis and Hammars, 
and nothing prewar but some old tube testers for 4 and those newfangled 
five-pin tubes. (I'm stunned by the lack of keys, and general lack of CW, 
guess I am old; but used to was, one of the nice things about a hamfest 
was the dit-ditting that filled the air. Too many of these new hams 
aren't qualified to go fetch MacElroy a beer). 

It wasn't a bad hamfest, but it wasn't the best, either. Getting to 
know an awful lot of the dealers, and only had two semi-indecent 
propositions (I'm not sure if that is a good thing or a bad thing! Oh, 
okay, I'm sure but it doesn't make me feel any younger even so). And my 
immediate boss bought an HT about the size of a Zippo--I've got bigger 
*xearrings!* Dunno how they fit the tubes in those things. He was still 
trying to figure out how to turn it on when I left, he's clever but those 
boys at Standard are sneaky. 


Now, onto batteries: 

Number one, don't get relaxed just ‘cos it's under 50V, there's enough 
amps in ‘em to fry a lot of bacon--or a lot of ham!

Third, if you've got a charger on ‘em a lot, get real habitual about 
checking electrolyte levels--in the TV biz, alas, we routinely cook the 
equipment batteries in remote trucks ‘cos the ops leave ‘em charging all 
the time the trucks are parked, and never bother to open the little hatch 
and take a hygrometer to ‘em or even just see if there's any acid inside! 
Unless you have the sort of budget a TV news operation has (800-1b 
gorilla? Ha--coupla tons!), you'll not be wanting to do that. 

Fourth, deep-cycle batteries will last xyears* longer running gear than 
car batteries will. This is nice, as throwing away lead-acid batteries is 
a lot harder than buying them.... 


Fifth, one of the best places to find deep-cycle batteries, hoods, 
venting setups, various useful bits of hardware and good info is any place 
that deals with xboats,*« the bigger the better (up to a point!). They use 
‘em and have xallx the problems we have, only in less space and ina 
vehicle that gets a lot of shifting around. 

Last tip: ARRL has some xvery*x good dope about batteries (including 
Edison cells!) in "QRP Classics," at least the 1990 edition. The sidebar 
"Harmless" on pg. 252 is an awfully good warning. (Info originally ran in 
QST, Sept and Oct '87, as "Alternative Energy--An Overview of Options and 
Requirements.") There is very little sand in that part of the book, btw.

Hiya Folks, need some info and suggestions... 


I'm building a power supply for a Panoramic Products SA-8b Panadapter 
out of junque box parts. I have a Tek 545A power transformer out of a 
junker for filament voltage, plus the low high voltage. The panadaptor 
needs +265 volts DC at 200 or so ma, and -1870 volts DC at 2 ma for the 
CRT. 


The Tek transformer has a 210 VAC RMS winding, but I don't know the 
current. Any Tek gurus out there know what the rating on this winding 
might be? (judging by the size of the scope, I'd bet that this winding 
is probably really beefy, but never hurts to check.) 


If it puts out enough current, I figure that I'll rectify the 210 VAC 
with a solid state bridge to just under 300 VDC, and filter with either 
a choke input filter or capacitor input filter down to the 265 volts 
range. I need to cuddle up with Radiotron and Terman's and study the 
merits of each before I leap however... But I'm thinking big HV caps 
are easier to find than chokes, so I'll probably go that route... 


One choice for a possible choke would be the power supply choke out of a 
junker Meissner Signal Shifter. Anyone know the specs (inductance, 
current rating) of that bad boy? 


The -1870 VDC is going to be a bit trickier... I'm thinking that I 
could build a casacde multiplier to take care of that pretty easily, 
since it is pretty low current... Again, it will be sand state... 


But, I wonder if it may be cheaper to look for an approximately 2kv 3 
or 4 ma transformer? Anyone know of such a beast? A seven stage 
multiplier would be pretty expensive, as I'd need many diodes and caps 
for that... 


Or maybe another solution would be to find a transformer with a voltage 
ratio of about 5 or so to hook to the 250 VAC RMS tap of the Tek 
transformer backwards, yielding about 1250 VAC RMS, that would rectify 
out to about 1800 VDC? But I don't think I could find a transformer 
with a voltage ratio of 10 with 2500 VAC insulated windings, could I? 


Anyone have any caveats and/or suggestions or ideas? This is the first 
time I'm taking a hack at building a HV supply, so I'd appreciate 
any/all comments...

I got to the fairgrounds about an hour before the 
show opened (opened at 9 am) and had to park way in the back of the parking 
lot. I figured that there'd be a huge mass of people waiting in line to 
get in. That wasn't the case. I guess most of those people must have been 
sellers and were already inside. 


The Puyallup hamfest takes up two floors of a large building. Once the 
place opened and everyone got inside, it was packed tight full of people. 
There was a lot of interesting boatanchor equipment and I didn't take any 
notes. However, here are some of the things I saw. When I mention that 
something was "unsold", it was unsold when I left at 2pm. I didn't write 
any of the prices down, so they might be approximate. 


Drake R-4A, T-4X, Speaker, and Power Supply - $275, great condition and 
sold quickly 

Collins S-Line - $1600, same owner as above, unsold 

Collins KWM2 - $800, same owner as above, unsold 

Several different TR-4's and TR-4C's - $250-$275, most unsold 

Several different TR-3's - $150-$175 

Beat up TR-3 with AC-4 - $65, this was tempting just for the power supply. 
The owner was going to convert the TR-3 to use two 6146's 

Johnson Amp - $500, I forgot the name. It was big and in perfect 
condition, unsold 

Drake C-4 console - $350, the attached note said that it was extremely rare 
and in mint condition. In reality, it was quite used and very dirty. 
You'd think the seller would at least clean it up first. 


Collins 75S3 - $350 

R-390 - $350 - perfect condition, unsold 

Old Collins tx and rx - No price, unsold. I'm not a "Collins-guy" but 
these were the big black square twins before the S-line. 

National NC-300 - $125 - saw two, both sold 

Many, many Hallicrafters receivers, mostly general coverage - $35-$100, 
mostly sold 

HRO-50T w/coils - $100, I was sorely tempted. It sold 

HRO-500 - $350, sold 

Hallicrafters XCVR's - FPM300's? Compact xcvrs. There were two and they 
both sold 

Heathkit DX-60 & HR-10 - $60 each, both sold 

Lots of Hammerlund Receivers - $125-$175 and up. Because people have talked 
about "clocks" on this list, I noticed that nearly every one of them had a 
clock. 

813's - This must have been the year of the 813. Four or five sellers were 
selling boxes of 813's from $15 to $35 each. I wish I had a pocket size 
813 tube tester. 

Johnson Viking II - $80, I bought it. More info below. 

Hallicrafters HT-37 w/Turner mic - $40, I bought it. 

Heathkit DX-40 w/spare 6146 - $40, I bought it. 


I feel like I should get the "Arnold Schwarzenegger" award for 
hand-carrying that Viking II and HT-37 a few blocks out to my car :-) 


Unlike most of the people on this list, I'm Variac-less and am the 
impatient type who likes to find out if something works the easy way -- 
plugging it in (in fact, I guess I've been lucky that I've never had 
something blow up this way in my 23 ham radio years). On Saturday night, I 
plugged in the DX-40, turned it on, and loaded it up on 40. Transmitting 
into a dummy load and listening with a receiver, the radio sounded fine on 
CW. I hooked up a mic, and it sounded fine on AM, too. 


Late last night, after reading the Viking II and HT-37 manuals, I tried 
both of those transmitters. The HT-37 is the first SSB xmtr using the 
phasing system that I've ever used. The tuning operation of the HT-37 is 
very straightforward. I called CQ on 75 meters and talked with a ham near 
Sacramento. He loved the audio. Maybe it was the HT-37? Maybe it was the 
Turner mic? Maybe he was just trying to make me feel good for spending $40 


a) 


While reading the Viking II manual and looking at the schematic, I was 
amazed at the similarity to the DX-100 I have. The tube lineup of the two 
radios is nearly identical, with the DX-100 substituting the cheaper1625 
(surplus) 12v version of the Viking's 807 modulator tubes. Upon looking in 
Penson's (sp?) Heathkit book, I found that Heathkit reversed engineered the 
Viking II, added a VFO, and came up with the cheaper DX-100 (an instant 
hit). Tuning up the Viking II is quite an elaborate procedure. It's 


pretty much how I would imagine driving a steam locomotive would be. 
Transmitting into a dummy load, the Viking II sounded fine on AM.

Another way to tune up a rig with sweep tubes (or any other rig) is to do 
the tuneup using much reduced drive. That will get tune and load control 
settings well within the ball park.

Perhaps another NC-183 owner 
is closer to the spec. I think the secondary is 350V centertapped, 6.3v, and 
5V. I hope this xfmr works out ok, if not I'll need a replacement also. 
Another thing to do would be build a separate pwr supply for the needed 
voltages and hook it through the AC/battery octal socket on the rear apron. 
The set is re-capped and hopefully on the road to recovery as a deskmate to 
an HQ-150. Good luck with your receiver!
